TWAIN— All of Mark Twain's 
jokes were "truly comic" but 
the best ones were those he told 
about himself. Our favorite : 
when the neighborhood kids fol- 
lowed him every time he left the 
house because they were under 
the impression he was Buffalo 
Bill. Not that Twain was merely 
the Bob Hope of another day : he 
was also our most important au- 
thor, influencing other writers to 
look for material in our Ameri- 
can way of life and inspiring 
them to interpret our democracy 
in order that everyone would 
find it good. In this and in his 
own work, Twain was most suc- 
cessful. Now, in all parts of the 
world, people are reading what 
he had to say, remembering his 
belief in the common man and 
trusting that with the dawn of 
peace, boys and girls every- 
where will once more be able to 
enjoy a childhood as idyllic as 
Huckleberry Finn's. In addition to 
Twain (played with genuine 
warmth by Fredric March) this 
film is notable because it makes 
vivid an exciting period in the 
history of American literature.
